Rescuing Party Finds Its W ork Great­ 


ly Impeded by Wreckage and Cave.

Cumbre, Chihuahua, Mex., Feb. 9.— 
N othing but charred bones and but­ 
tons were found by the rescuing party 
which, with th e aid of oxygen helm ets 
and pulm otors, succeeded in p enetrat­ 
ing the Cum bre tunnel from the south 
portal as far as the locomotive and 
first tw o cars of the passenger train. 
T hese are supposed to be the re­ 
m ains of the engineer and fireman of 
the ill fated passenger train. 
They probably 
were 
killed when 
th eir engine crashed into the burning 
freight train, which had been pushed 
i^ito the tunnel by Castillo's bandits 
several hours before. 
It is now believed th at every one of 
the crew', which were aboard the train 
when it dashed into the tunnel last 
W ednesday night, are dead. 
W hether the train was hurried into 
the tunnel to escape being captured! lnto the U nited S tates,'but even more 
by Castillo’s bandits or sent headlong 
to its destruction by the bandits never

The rescuing party which w ent in 
a t the south end found its way great­ 
ly impeded by not only the Iron fram e­ 
work of the burned cars, but by great 
m asses of earth and rock which had 
fallen from the roof of the tunnel. 
E arth 
and rock 
still are 
falling, 
m aking exploration extrem ely danger­ 
ous, and there is a constant fear that 
other lives may be added to those al­ 
ready lost by caveins after the res­ 
cuers have penetrated the tunnel for 
some distance. 


Caveins Bury Wreckage. 


The w reckage is now covered by 
from five to ten feet of earth and the 
only hope of finding any bodies is th at 
they may have been covered 
with 
earth before having been reached by 
tho flames. 
The only recognizable body thus far 
recovered is th a t of Juan Fernandez, 
the rear brakem an of the passenger 
train, who had escaped to within 200 
feet of the north portal, when he final 
ly succumbed, dying in a sitting pos­ 
ture with a handkerchief tied about 
his nose and mouth in a vain endeavor 
to save him self from being sm othered 
by the smoke and gas. 
It is believed th at all the others on 
board the train, who were not maimed 
or killed when the passenger train 
ran into the wreckage of the freight, 
attem pted to escape as did Fernandez, 
but were overcome one by one, and 
th eir bodies probably will be found 
strew n along the 200 feet or more of 
the tunnel when the entrance finally 
is forced and the debris cleared away. 
The scenes around the entrance to 
the tunnel are heartrending. 
Scores 
of Mexican women and children, rela­ 
tives of men who lost their lives in 
the tunnel, a re crowned around both 
portals, assisting In the bringing out 
of bodies of the dead, and have gone 
into cam p, stoically assisting rescu­ 
ers. 
Among th e Am ericans who lost their 
lives in Cum bre tunnel were Mrs. Leo 
C arruth and five children, family of 
an engineer employed at Madera.

W ashington, Feb. 9.—The house ag­ 
ricultural extension bill passed the 
senate with am endm ents w ithout a 
dissenting vote. 
The bill provides for dem onstrations 
on the farm of approved m ethods and 
scientific discoveries as to farm ing 
and home econom ics made in the state 
agricultural colleges, exjierim ent sta 
tions and in the federal departm ent 
of agriculture. 
The secretary of agri­ 
culture and land grant agricultural 
colleges are to outline plans for car­ 
rying out the dem onstrations. 
As agreed by the senate, the bill 
would 
appropriate 
unconditionally 
$10,000 annually to each state. 
In ad­ 
dition 
$600,000 for the next seven 
years would be provided for distribu 
tion among the states on a basis of 
rural population, conditioned on each 
state appropriating a sum equal to its 
portion of the federal funds. 
After 
seven years the bill would provide a 
perm anent appropriation of $4,800,000 
annually. 
An am endm ent requiring that negro 
colleges be perm itted to share in the 
fund was defeated by a vote of 32 to 
23.

Franchise Void if Gas Company Fails 
to Operate or Furnish Gas for 
30 Days 
It is not an exclusive franchise and 
does not defeat the idea of municipal 
ownership for the reason that it is 
governed during its entire period by 
the state law which permits the city 
t0 purchase the plant at any five year 
period. 
The cancellation clause in the fran 
chise provides that if the gas com­ 
pany fall to operate or to furnish an 
adequate supply of gas for a period of 
thirty days that the franchise be­ 
comes void. 
The gas company agree within six 
months to commence work upon the 
plant and to have it in operation with 
nine miles 
of 
mains 
laid 
within 
eighteen months. 
All work in connection with install­ 
ing the gas plant and mains must be 
under the supervision of the city en­ 
gineer and upon plans and specifica­ 
tions that have been duly approved 
by the city council. 
All streets, avenues and alleys must 
be replaced at the expense of the gas 
company and the ordinance provides 
penalty If the same 
is not 
done 
promptly. 
The gas company is also required 
to change the location of mains when­ 
ever required by the city council 
without expense to th© city. 
The gas company is made liable for 
all damages or damage suits that may 
be brought against the city caused 
by their negligence and they are re­ 
quired to furnish the city 
a 
two 
thousand dollars ($2000.00) surety 
bond during tne period of construc­ 
tion. 
The gas company is required to file 
with the city clerk on April first an-1 
nually a sworn statement of their 
gross Income and expenses. 
The ordinance 
requires 
the 
gas 
company to furnish either coal gas, 
corbonatedwater gas or a mixture of 
thetwo of a gross heating value of 
550 British thermo units, and of the I 
standard of sixteen candle power at I 
the following schedule of rates: 
For the consumer using 20,000 
cubic feet or less, ©ne and 25-100 dol­ 
lars ($1.25) per thousand cubic feet, I 
with a reduction of

thousand cubic feet for each 10,000 
additional cubic feet consumed, thus j 
reducing the price for large consum- | 
ers to one dollar ($ I ) per thousand I 
cubic feet.

cubic feet, that the price will be re­ 
duced five cents per thousand cubic I 
feet. 
The gas mains are to be extended j 
upon a tu itio n of residents on any ! 
street In th© proportion of one con­ 
sumer for every 125 feet of main. 
All meters are to be furnished by 
the company and may be tested for 
accuracy as often as every six months. 
The city officials have free access at 
all times to the plant of the gas com­ 
pany for the purpose of testing the 
quality of the gas furnished.— Advt.

Heard Groans 
and 
Screams on all 
Sides as Alone He Descended 
the Stairs 


“I believe th a t 12 or maybe 20 peo­ 
ple lost th eir lives in the hotel fire at 
K elliher,” said Gill Keen Saturday. 
“ I was in the building at the time 
it caught 0n fire, having room 314 on 
the third floor. 
I was alone in the 
room. 
I heard a woman scream fire 
in the middle of the night, I rushed 
and opened the door and th e smoke 
shot in and nearly knocked me down. 
It was dark and the smoke nearly 
choaked me. 
“ I crawled down low and reached 
th e stairs. 
No one was w ith me. All 
about I heard the groans and cries of 
men and women and if they did not 
jum p out of the windows they must 
have perished miserably. 
“ On each side of me in different 
rooms men 
were burned to death 
two on one side and a man on the 
other. 
I dreaded to jum p out from 
the third floor on the hard frozen 
ground as I th ought th a t would give 
me no chance w hatever to save my­ 
self. 
I took the stairs and thought 
th a t if death came it would be but a 
m atter of a moment. 
“ Downstairs the 
kitchen, 
dining 
room and other rooms on the main 
floor were a furnace of flames which 
roared up every opening to the top. 
In thirty-five m inutes the building 
was leveled and th ere was nothing 
left but ashes. 
“C ham ber maids and cooks jumped 
from the different windows. The pro­ 
prietor of th e hotel tossed his wife 
and child from the second floor w in­ 
dow'. 
There were three fire escapes 
on the hotel and they were crowded.

ments in favor of this plan are a1, 
commercial in nature. 
At the least 
the small consumer ought to have an 
equal chance for an equal rate. The 
principle of an equal charge Is already 
well established and the best author­ 
ities agree with Delos Wilcox who 
says: 
“Generally speamng, public utili- 
tes are in such wide-spread demand, 
that good public policy would tend 
to favor the m aintainenance of a u n i­ 
form rate per unit of service to all 
consumers irrespective 0f the am ounts 
they use.” 
Municipal Franchises, v. 
I, page No. 54. 
While I do not desire to take issue 
with the amounts to be charged for 
gas upon commencement of the opera­ 
tion of the gas p lant.I do desire to 
criticise sharply the term of the fra n ­ 
chise which permits of only one re­ 
duction of 5 cents per 1,000 cu. ft. of 
gas used during the life of the fra n­ 
chise. 
This provision for reduction 
in price of the cost of Ka » to the con­ 
sumer is not auflicentiy protecting 
the interests of our citizens. 
In 
marked contrast with the provision 
In regards to the rates to be charged 
bv the sections in this franchise, is 
the report 0f the expert hired by the 
City, wherein he provides that there 
shall be provision made in the fra n ­ 
chise whereby the Council at every 
live year period can review the rates 
charged for gas and the business of 
the company and regulate the rate to 
an amount commensurate with the 
earnings shown 
by 
the 
company. 
F u rth e r his provision of a means of 
arbitration of the rate at these five 
years periods give to the company 
protection that it should have in that 
rates should not be arbitrarily set at 
an amount which will not bring the 
company a fair revenue. 


Section No. 16 
In this section as 
outlined by the opinion of our city 
attorney, I believe there should be in ­ 
corporated the statement that in case 
the city desires to purchase the plant 
at any five year period that no value 
shall be placed upon the earning pow­ 
er of the plant, nor any value upon 
th** unexpired term of the franchise. 
Section No. 17. 
This section pro­ 
vides that franchise extends for a 
period of thirty years. 
In my opin­ 
ion twenty years should be the limit 
for which any franchise is granted. 
There should be added as recom­ 
mended by Mr. Pillsbury a section 
providing for the pressure to be u n i­ 
form and describing just what is re­ 
quired from the corporation. 


In preference to simply referring 
to section No. 2843 of the revised 
laws of 1905 in the matter of the pur­ 
chase* of the plant, it is my opinion 
tha t the franchise should specifically 
provide for the m anner of purchase 
by defining the appointment and se­ 
lection, number of arbitrators and 
such other conditions as it would be 
necessary to include in such provis­ 
ions. 
There is absolutely no provision 
made for labor in connection with 
either the construction or operation 
of the gas plant. 
In my opinion the 
franchise should g ran t certain pro­ 
tection to the labor that may be nec­ 
essary in its construction and opera­ 
tion, namely: 
First. 
The guarantee of the right 
to organize, with provision for m an­ 
ner of handlin g questions of diffen- 
ences which may arise between em ­ 
ployer and employee. 


The franchise should contain pro­ 
vision whereby the number of hours 
of 
labor 
shall 
not 
exceed 
at 
any time nine hours per day and 
when the eight hour day is establish­ 
ed for any considerable number of 
Brainerd 
citizens, 
then also shall 
eight hours be the length of the days 
labor performed 
under 
this ffian- 
chise. 


The franchise should contain an 
agreement th a t labor shall be paid 
an amount equal to the sta ndard pre­ 
vailing 
union-wage 
in 
Brainerd 
wherever possible and in no case 
when in comparison with labor in 
unorganized fields as common labor 
(generally termed) shall it be less 
than the rate paid for like service in 
Brainerd. 


The franenise should make definite 
provision for arbitration between em­ 
ployer and employee so that some as­ 
surance will be provided for the pro­ 
tection of both labor and the inter­ 
ests of the city. 


That covers most of my important 
objections to various sections of the 
franchise, but does nol cover all of 
my objections as many of them are 
of minor consideration and should be 
easily worked out by the seeker of the 
franchise and the city. 


In regards to other offers from 
other sources I have to again inform 
the city council that the Empire Con­ 
st ruction Co. of New York city, has 
made an offer t0 take the same fra n ­ 
chise now known as Ordinance No. 
259, pay for it to the city $1,000.00 
before beginning work and ten per 
cent of all profits in excess of ten per 
cent. 
Mr. C. F. Kindred has offered 
to put in a gas plant and furnish 
gas at $1.20 per 1,000 cubic feet to 
th e consumer. 


These offers contain advantages to 
the citizens of Brainerd which 
if 
other conditions in regards to the 
protection necessary t0 the city could 
be arranged satisfactorily should re- 


have been before the City of Brain­ 
erd, the report of th e expert that was 
employed by the City of Brainerd, 
Mr. Pillsbury of Minneapolis, and th e 
recommendations of men qualified 
by experience with whom it has been 
possible for me to get in touch and 
get information, J have come to the 
conclusion (with all due respect to 
the petitioners) that this franchise is 
not for the best interests of the City 
of Brainerd, and th a t it is my duty 
to veto same.
